THE PAST AND THE FUTURE. 


Tue Sr..LEcER movements during the past few days have been somewhat 
perplexing, not only to the public generally, but actually to the interested 
owners and trainers of certain animals against whom “* operations” haye 
been directed. Notwithstanding the apparent firmness of The Marquis, and 
the fact that Sam Rogers has been secured to “get him out” over the Don- 

, caster moor, there is a mysterious under-current in favour of his stable 
compeer, Hurricane, who, it will be recollected, ranexceedingly game at Ascot, 
and under the disadvantages of a penalty and a recent indisposition. Despite 
the heavy amounts for which Mr. Merry has again backed Buckstone, and the 
continued improvement of the horse, the unceasing desire to lay against the 
animal has awakened much uneasiness in the Scotch ironmaster and Mat 
Dawson; and the forraer has determined to call upon layers to ‘cover ” 
their bets—a step in the right direction, both legitimate and just, and one 
which we have no doubt will “find out” a great many mushroom and 
trustless bookmakers, andscause a vigorous cancelling of bets. Still, this 
confident opposition against Buckstone must have its origin in something 
reliable, and the mere cancelling of bets will not remove the cause of anxiety. 
Another blow will have to be struck, and one which will go to the root of the 
uneasiness, The stable attendants will either have to be dismissed, or tem- 
porarily removed, or Mr. Dawson will have to watch the horse night and day, 
and not allow the animal to partake of anything to eat or drink but what is 
given by himself. This, however, is a very unpleasant alternative; yet it is one 
that necessity demands. Mr, Snewing,; too, is in a similar predicament to Mr. 
Merry. Though he knows that Caractacus is as well as any horse possibly 
can be, double the odds are now laid against the Derby hero to what were 
offered last week; indeed, the panic has been more intense in Manchester than 
in London, for as much as 30 to 1 was laid by the Lancashire bookmakers in 
the early part of the present week. Both stables we know are protected by mem- 
bers of the detective police, who have been specially engaged and are hand- 
somely-paid ; but, notwithstanding this, the market odds are freety offered and 
laid against both Buckstone and Caractacus, and that, too, with an air of con- 
fidential. assurance quite inexplicable. The Old Calabar and Investment 
proceedings are the more recent examples of what treacherous components 
stable attendants generally are made, and should be a sufficient excuse for the 
most stringent steps tobe taken by Messrs. Merry and Snewing, or Messrs. 
Dawson and Smith, for the protection not only of themselves, but of the 
public who confide in their honour and judgment, ‘The change which Mr, 
Merry found a necessity of making in the spring, and just upon the eve of the 
Derby, created somewhat of an unpleasant sensation at the time, but the 
majority of turfites subsequently endorsed his judgment and actions; and we 
doubt not that, in the present dilemma, that gentleman will be prompt and 
just in attempting to remove the fear with which the Buckstone partisans are 
at present stricken. No less So, we are confident, will Mr. Snewing be; for a 
more honourable sportsman never breathed. Most sincerely do we trust 
that Buckstone and Caractacus will be saved from the spring fate 
of Old Calabar. Even that horse appears to be rising like a Phoonix 
from the ashes, if we are to be guided by market moven ents, for 
within tho last few days his old adherents have been taking 20 to 1 very 
freely ; but we cannot believe he can be got right for the Leger. The other 
transactions of the week, affecting the great Doncaster tournay, have not been 
marked by anything very important. Carisbrook is, .pethaps, not quite so 
firm as his admirers could desire; and Exchequer’s friends haye not abaied 
one jot in their /urore; but Bonny Breast-knot has quite lost her prestige by 
her inability to bowl over'the stale Zetland at Stockton, €ven with an allow- 
ance of I5lbin her favour. Johnny Armstrong i8 exceedingly quiet: and 
there has been some whispering about Moula having $0 much improved, that 
William Day is preparing her for the northern tryst, and fancies she has a, 
good outside chance. The filly certainly ran well as a two-yr-old, but was all 
to pieces in the winter, and is a most delicate animal to train,'as the Woodyeate 
trainer found out}in endeavouring to get her right for the Oaks, on the eye of 
which she again fell amiss. ;

self, was speedily found in little Hartley, and matters were duly arranged for 
a battle royal for “half a century,” on the Sth of April, 1860, in the Home dis- 
trict. This was the most severe tussle he ever had, and he was compelled 
to settle down to work in right earnest, for Hartley was not very easy to shake 
off, and it took Peter 77 minutes before he could declare himself the winner. 
In all ninety-four rounds were fought. His style of hitting on this occasion 
was much commended, and his sterling staying qualities guaranteed his game- 
ness in the metropolitan ring. He next beat young Fox, of. Birmingham, at 
the celebrated training quarters at Hednesford, on the 22nd of January, 1561, 
fora tenner a side. Thirty-six rounds were fought in fifty minutes, when 
Morris was declared the winner. 


_ For the present match, the stipulated weight was eight stone, and the lads 
had to go to scale at Mr. Wm. Richardson’s, the Blue Anchor, Shoreditch, on 
Wednesday. These conditions were duly complied with, when it was found 
that both parties were nearly a pound under the above named impost. Both 
showed well, and the betting ruled in favour of Peter, whose antecedents un- 
questionably warranted the outlay of £30 to £20, which we saw booked. 


A well-known military site was at first agreed upon, but it was deemed 
advisable at the latest possible hour to change the venuec—a circumstance 
which caused numbers to miss the fight—and_ a journey was first taken by 
rail, preparatory for a down river trip to an old spot where it was calculated 
all would be serene for the day’s amusement. 

There was a very large attendance of spectators. A ring was speedily 
formed by Oliver, the Commissary, and Peter was the first to enter it. He-was 
trained at Stockley’s, I'he Dog, Whittington, near Lichfield, and had been 
backed from Bob Brettle’s, the White Lion, Digbeth, Birmingham. His 
colours were a small and neat black and white check. He was seconded by his 
trainer, Joe Wareham, and Bodger Crutchley. The betting ruled very brisk at 
seven to four on Peter Morris, who came with the famous reputation of having 
pulled off half-a-dozen battles without haying suffered defeat. His principal 
achievements only, therefore, aro given above, the others being all minor 
battles. Morris won the toss for choice of corners, While the youngsters 
were adjusting their toilets, endeavours were made to select a referee ; and 
considerable time elapsed before this difficulty could be got over. Holden 
was accompanied into the ring by his father and George Brown. His 
appearance indicated that he had paid every possible attention to his training, 
and they were pretty equally matched, both in height and weight. Peter 
offered £15 to £10 he won. At seventeen minutes past ten o'clock commenced

Round 1—Both studied their measure, feinting and sparring fora virtual 
opening.

DAISY’S GREAT TROTTING MATCH AT BIRMINGHAM ON 
MONDAY. 


Ovr artist.has: this week furnished us with a portrait of this famous little 
animal on the road, with her owner, Mr Pearce, behind her, piloting her to one 
of those numerous victories.which have given her an universal reputation. 
On Monday last she engaged the ‘attention of the denizens of Birmingham, 
being matched to perform 15 miles in one hour upon the Stratford-upon-Avon 
road. There was a great amount of excitement, and speculation was exceed- 
ingly brisk. The principal bet ‘laid-was between W. Clark, of Birmingham, 
and Mr, Hamson, of that place, the former laying the latter £50 to £20 that 
Daisy could not trot 15 miles in one! hour, and an even bet of £20 that she 
would not.do 14 miles in the hour. Referee and timé‘kkeeper being appointed, 
the pony appeared on the’ground, lame in the off fore-foot, which induced the 
backers of time to lay the odds of 4 to1 on time, which was taken freely'to a 
good amount by the backers of the pony. All being in readiness, the pon; 
was walked to the scratch. -Mr. Pearce, who has driven Daisy in her previous 
engagements, then doffed his outer clothing, and mounted a beautiful light 
trap built expressly for this match. To complete the’'15 miles the pony had to 
go 74 miles out and 74 in. ‘The time-keepers putting the words, ‘Are you 
ready?” the signal, “Go,” was given, and away rattled the pony, doing the 
first mile at a'very steady pace, the time being 4 min. 4 secs., which fact 
caused the betting to go'6 to Lon time.. Away she sped, amidst a dense cloud 
of dust, doing the first.74 miles in 30 min., including turning. The excitement 
now became intense. Mr. Pearce, finding that he had no time to spare, now 
set the pony going ata speed whigh astonished all,that were galloping with 
her, Daisy doing some of the miles in a few: seconds over three minutes, 
and coming in an easy winner, with 2 min. 20 secs. in hand, amjdst the cheers 
of thousands of spectators. The wonderful little animal appeared quite fresh 
at the finish. Much praise is due to Mr. Pearce for the manner in which he 
drove the pony. “She is 12 hands high, and is now turned 1s years old. 
The following is a list of her principal performances previous to the 
one of Monday: last:—Trotted 74 miles against time, $0 min, for S0gs, 
winning by 1 min, 50 secs, Wednesday, August 4th, 18538, Epping-road, driven 
by W. Pearce. : Trotted against. Sawdust, 134 hands high, 15 miles, for 150gs, 
time 61 min, winning by 400 yds, September 20th,- 1858, Epping-road, driven 
by W. Pearce: ‘Trotted against Sawdust, 5 miles, for £50, winning ‘by 25 yds, 
November 2nd, 1858, Epping-road, driven by W. Pearce. Beaten by Mr. Ches- 
man’s Chesnut Pony, 12 hands 3in high, 2 miles, for £100, Sunbury Common, 
July 8, 1858, driven by W. Pearce. ‘rotted against time, 7 min, for £20, 
accomplishing the 2 miles in 6 min 40 secs, winning by 20 secs, Epping-road, 
March 4th, 1859, driven by W. Pearce. Trotted against Mr. Boswell’s, (of 
Edmonton) Chesnut Pony, 12} hands high, 5 miles, giving the Chesnut 
100 yds start, for £50, winning by 100 yds, time 17 min 40 secs, Tuesday, 
August 30th, 1859, driven by W. Pearce. On Easter Monday, 1861, the mare 
beat Mr. Izard’s Iron Duke, in a two-mile trot, for £25 aside, at Cock I’orster’s, 
Southgate, by 50 yds.

EBRILLIANT AND BETERMINED MILL BETWEEN 
PETER MORRIS AND YOUNG HOLDEN. 


Tue long-pending match for fifty pewnds a side between these celebrated 

rovincial rival boxers came off on Thursday last, in the Home district. ‘Ihe 
battle had originally been fixed to come off on Tuesday last, but for obvious 
reasons the contest was deferred until the period first mentioned, no oppo- 
sition being made on either side to such a course Of procedure, and so all mat- 
ters in this respect went merry as a marriage bell. The match had been viewed 
with considerable interest and excitement’ ever since articles had been ratified ; 
and a fair amount.of the circulating medium was speculated both in the mid- 
land and town districts upon the issue. Young Holden is the son of George 
Holden, of the Crown and Malt Shovel, Walsall, Staffordshire, who, it will be 
recollected, has fought several battles in the prize ring. Young George will be 
tweuty-one years of age hext Shrove Tuesday. He stands about five feet three 
and a half, and was trained at home by William Collins, or, as he is better 
known to the sporting fraternity in the ‘““plack country” districts by the ex- 
pressive name of ‘ Diddle,” and certainly thé manner in which the would-be 
rival to Deerfoot brought his charge out in point of condition, reflecis no slight 
degree of credit on him, although the lad we know to be both right glad and 
willing to train for his own as well as his father’s sake, so'that little trouble 
was occasioned or felt in this respect. He fought ana proved victorious over 
Charley Lynch, the American, for twenty-dve pounds a side, on the 24th of 
Jast December. Fifty-four rounds weve fough¢ in eighty-four minutes, when 
George gamely pulled through to the evident satisfacuon of a large number of 
friends who had attended to witness his debw, and a more flattering one it

Round 42—Peter very artful, and had certainly an advantage over his oppo- 
nent, who began to show much weakness in the system. 

Round 43—Holden on stomach and mouth but received another right-handed 
visitation on the ivories. Both down. 

Round 44—Holden nearly blind, and hit wildly and out of distance, Peter 
ee got the trump card in his hand, and pinked his opponent uninter- 
ruptedly. 

Round 45—Both fought to a stand-still; but the hitting was by no means of 
that character which marked its previous precision. The odds, however, still 
continued on Morris, the Birmingham youth. 

The encounter proceeded in the whole for sixty-four rounds, which occupied 
in all two hours and nine minutes. _It is totally unnecessary to enter into fur- 
ther detail, than what we have narrated above. Both men had occasionally 
the best, but the fiat was evenly balanced up to within avery brief period of 
the close of the proceedings, when Holden's father judiciously and humanely 
threw up the sponge, and Peter Morris was hailed as the conquering hero of 
eleven engagements within the roped arena. 


REMARKS. 

It has seldom been our lot to witness a pugilistic encounter which gave moro 
general satisfaction than the match we have recorded. It was, literally 
speaking, worth going five hundred miles to see, to any admirer of the manly 
art of self-defence. ‘here was repeated snatches of vigour and determined 
prowess in Holden during the latter part of the fight, but the drawback he 
laboured under, and which many a brighter man before him—even Champions 
of England—had to encounter was that he was as blind as a bat with the left 
optic, and his right one was also speedily closing. This caused him repeatedly 
to hit over, short, sideways,{and planted in any way but the dangerous or punish - 
ing mode of transacting business. Many times, too, he struck with his hands 
open, and that will but too surely account for the lack of punishment which he 
eventually inflicted upon Morris. Buta gamer little nonpareil never stripped 
to the buff, and he fought until nature was exhausted. To have suffered de- 
featisno dishonour. Nota soul on the ground, we verily believe, but was 
astounded at his gallant daring and prowess, and his struggle to show himself 
aman before Pater Fumilias was looked and commented upon amongst the 
gentlemeu present as really wonderful. Respecting Morris, it is but a 
mead of justice to remark that he fought with that extreme policy 
which he was strictly recommended to adopt against such a determined 
and muscularly-strong opponent. As to the manner in which he got 
down in several instances we can merely point to the derision which it ex- 
cited in the assembled spectators; and this, as will be seen, led to the 
circumstance of his being cautioned by the referee. He worked his own game 
patiently and with the artfulness of a fox, and success ensued. Even his 
rreatest friends, however, began to be a little frightened that he was carrying 
his game a little too far, and that he would lose. the fight by a foul, and 
numerous were the recommendations to him to stand up instead of kneeing 
the earth he must hereafter come to. These, recommendations, despite 
his winning, we should strongly advise him to reflect upon, but perhaps 
the key-note to these guarding steps was the simple fact that he was 
somewhat unwell from having, youthlike, taken an undue view of life, 
which very nearly jeopardised his success. Indeed, so close had the 
thing become, that it was difficult to state which would have won during the 
last quarter of an hour, if either had landed the right, so that Peter, notwith- 
standing his pulling through with brilliant honours, did not certainly ,find 
itatalla gift. A liberal collection was made for the loser; and we trust 
every one will be liberal enough to pay him for his colours, as amore gallant - 
little fellow never stripped. ‘Lhe winner has to receive the stakes on Ihurs- 
day afternoon. In another nage we give portraits of these gallant boxers.

On Monday morning, about five o’clock a.m., a novel foot race took place in 
Belfast, and, as it was known what time it was to come off, a large number of 
people (including some of the sporting fraternity) were astir to witness the 
sport. it wasa match against time, to run from the Magnetic Telegraph Com- 
pany’s Office, Donegal-street, along the Antrim-road, to.a Mr. Magill’s gate, 
thence over the mountain, called the Cave Hi\l, and down the limestone 
quarries on to the Antrim-road, and back to the starting-post. The distance 
is close on seven miles, but is fully equal to ten on a level road. This extra- 
ordinary piece of work was executed by Mr. Geo. Thompson, barber, Ham- 
mond’s-court, and the time allowed him was an hour and a quarter, Mir. 
Thompson started at seven minutes past five, and went a good pace through- 
out till the bottom of the mountain, where he made a spurt to get over it. In 
the race, one of the spikes in the pedestrian’s shoes, for the purpose of not 
letting him slip, entered his foot and caused great annoyance, but it was soon 
overcome. There was great excitement when Mr. Thompson was at the water- 
works—about a mile from home—as it was just striking six, leaving him 
twenty-two minutes to run the mile. However, he completed the race in an 
hour and forty seconds, having fourteen minutes and twenty seconds to spare. 
You can form an idea of the difficulty of the route, when J state that the nature 
of the ground over which the pedestrian travelled is such that at one portion 
of the race he reached an altitude of 1,182ft above the level of the sea. IT un- 
derstand that the present match originated ont of a gentleman laying £20 to 
£3 that he could not traverse the ground in an hour and a quarter, and £5 
even that he could not accomplish it in an hour and a half. No doubt we will 
hear of Mr. Thompson soon again, For the presént we wish him every 
success. 

On the same day, at three o’clock p.m., a foot race came off on the Shore- 
road, the distance being three-quarters of a mile, between Thomas Collins, 
of Peter’s-hill, and Jonathan Arthurs, of Samuel-street.

ABERDEEN. 

Like the other large towns of Scotland, Aberdeen has had a, visit this week 
from Deerfoot and the pedestrian troupe presently performing in the pro- 
vinces, under the experienced guidance of Mr. George Martin. ‘The “Gala” 
took place on Tnesday in the West-end Cricket Ground, and drew together a 
very numerous body of spectators—not a few ladies gracing the sport. After 
a sack race and a picking-up ball match by half a dozen of the native 
mobility, there were two races (the first of 220 yds, the other a mile) by 
amateurs living in the district, both of which were ‘easily won by the same 
individual, who, it may be mentioned, nobody in the district apparently ever 
saw before. This was followed by an admirable specimen of pole leaping by 
Musgrove, the champion. ‘This fine exercise is new to the north, and the 
graceful and agile manner in which Musgrove cleared a height of 10ft 3in 
was greeted with warm rounds of applause. The “Gala” finished 
with a four mile race, in which Deerfoot, Jackson, Mower, and 
Andrews contested. Mower led off the race with that long ‘and steady 
stride which has made him so formidable in one mile racing, closely followed 
by Brighton and Andrews; Jackson and the hero of the ‘Eagle Skirt” bring- 
ing up the rear. They continued to run in this order for the first two miles, 
after which Brighton came to the front whenever he pleased, finally bounding 
in the winner by some 20 yds; Mower second, Deerfoot third. While the rate 
cannot be said to have been a contest, each man on his merits, yet it was very 
interesting as exhibiting the style of the several men. In this respect 
Brighton and Mower were the favourites. ‘' Deerfoot’s” performance was by 
no means admired, but it was stated that he was unwell. The “gala,” on the
